IDEAL WINTER 
MAKE-UP AID

ITH the coming of cold 
weather, it is always advis- 
able to change your make-up if 
you want to be as attractive as 
you were during the spring and 
summer 


} Months. If 
you haven't 


first after- 
noon you 
have free for 
@ shopping 
tour for cos- 
metics. With 
the change 
in tempera- 
ture, faces 
and lips become dry and rough, 
unless they are protected with 
softer, oilier cosmetics. 


Even though you normally do 
not need a foundation cream, it 
is wise to use one during the 
chilly, windy, autumn days. Se- 
lect a foundation cream that has 
an oily base, something like that 
used on the stage. Or get a good 
all-purpose cream that can be 
used for cleansing, softening and 
a slight film of it “set” with cold 
water used as a_ satisfactory 
foundation. It not only protects 
your skin from weather changes 
and dust, but it gives a new soft 
naturalness to your make-up. 


Select the softest. creamiest 
rouge that you can find to blend 
easily into the foundation cream. 
Paste rouge is best for most 
skins the year ‘round, but while 
you can get away with a powder 
rouge in the spring and summer, 
do not try it now. 

Unless your skin happens to be 
a very oily type, use a softening 
or tissue cream after cleansing 
your skin at night. If your face 
is particularly chapped or irri- 
tated from spending an after- 
noon at a football game or out 
of doors, use lots of cream for 
cleansing and then follow with 
ahot oil treatment. Most of you 
know what a hot oil treatment 
does for your hair, but you may 

not have tried a similar treat- 
ment for your skin. 

You can get a specially pre- 
pared oil to use for this type of 
facial, although malted toilet 
lanoline, or olive oil, or a mix- 
ture of the two, will give excel- 
lent results. This treatment 
should be used often if you are 
still using bleaching agents on 
your skin. 


Your cleansing treatment 
should always begin with a light, 
pure cleansing cream, followed 
by soap and water, and a thor- 
ough rinsé. “After this, use a tis- 
sue cream, or, if your skin is irri- 
tated, massage a bit of oil into it 
and prop yourself back on a 
comfortable couch or chair. Sat- 
urate strips of gauze in the 
warm oil and place over your 
face and throat. Cover with a 
hand towel squeezed out of 
warm water and relax for fifteen 
minutes. 

When you get up, remove as 
much of the oil as you can with 
tissues, then pat the skin with a 
pad of cotton dipped in ice wa- 
ter, or a in a good skin tonic. 
Unless your skin is exceptionally 
oily, you had better reserve your 
strong tonics and astringents 
until next spring. 

A good softening cream used 
nightly, creamy foundations and 
an occasional oil treatment will 
correct a dry condition of the 
skin and leave it soft and vel- 
vety. Use the same treatments, 
with the addition of a good 
soothing hand lotion, for cor- 
recting dry, chapped hands and 
arms, Massage warm oil into the 
eggs, cheese and vegetables and 
leave on overnight.

COCONUT FINE. 
FOR DESSERTS

OCONUT brings the frag- 
rance of palm trees and 
sunny, tropic lands to your 
kitchen when you add its rare 
Sweetness to your salads and 
desserts. It even adds its 
glamor and delicious flavor to 
many other dishes. Have you 
tried a carn pudding, for in- 
stance, with the addition of co- 
conut? The East Indians add 
coconut te many of their curried 
meat dishes. but in my opinion 
it is grandest in desserts. 
Coconut Cakes 


Cakes with coconut in the 
mixture are soft and moist, 
meringues or toppings sprinkled 
generously with coconut have a 
crispiness that is tempting to 
the taste aS well as the eye. 
Toast it golden brown = and 
sprinkle over a big dish of choc- 
late or vanilla ice cream, cus- 
tards or made-in-a-minute fruit 
Gésserts. Use it in tainty little 
cakes, cookies and tarts to be 
served with a cup of tea. 

Coocnut Varies 

There are two kinds of coco- 
nut, each suited to a particular 
kind of use. The very moist, 
fresh-grated coconut that is 
slightly sweetened und jacked 
into cans, has the fine flavor of 
the fresh nut meat and very 
long. snowy shreds that make it 
especially. nice for sprinkling 
over frostings, for dessert, top- 
pings or in salads, candies or 
meringue mixtures. 

The other type is finely shred- 
ded, sugar-cured, and put up in 
moisture - proof packages that 
keep it fresh. It is best for use 
in pie fillings, custards and pud- 
dings or for toasting, and in 
cake and cookie mixtures. 

Tutti-Frutti Cake 

The tutti-frutti cake in the 
first menu is one of those rich, 
delightful cakes that is good 
enough to be served alone with 
a cup of coffee for the Sunday 
night supper. 

Sift your flour and measure 
twe and two-thirds cups, then 
resift with two and one-fourth 
teaspoons baking powder. Cream 
one-half cup butter until very 
light, add one and one-third 
cups sugar a little at a time and 
cream until fluffy. Combine 
two-thirds cup milk, one-third 
cup water and one-ha:f teaspoon 
venilla flavoring and. add the 
liquid, alternately with the flour, 
to the creamed mixture. Beat 
thoroughly after each addition. 
Add one-fourth teaspoon salt to 
three egg whites and whip until 
stiff but not dry, then fold into 
the cake mixture. Bake in two 
greased nine-inch layer cake 
pans in a slow oven for ten min- 
utes, then increase the heat and 
bake fifteen minutes longer. Put 
the layers together and cover 
the top and sides with this frost- 
ing: 

Put two egg whites, one and 
one-half cup sugar, three table- 
spoons water, two tablespoons 
lemon juice and a dash of salt 
in the upper part of a double 
boiler. Beat -with a rotary egg 
beater until thorouzhly mixed. 
Place over boiling water and 
beat constantly: with the beater 
until the frosting will standin

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Farm Boy 


A Humble 
Makes Good .. . Joe 
Lyons of Australi= 


ROM a schoolroom to the of- 

fice of Prime Minister of Aus- 
tralia is quite a jump. but not 
for Joseph Aloysius. Lyons, the 
modest -and courageous gentle- 
man who made this leap after 
only two short years in Féticral 
polities of the country. 


Joe Lyons, as he ts ‘amiliarty 
called by everyone in Australia. 
has never been outside this Brit- 
ish possession. Born. and reared 
in Tasmania, he grew to man- 
hood ‘before he éven crossed the 
narrow straits ‘which separate 
that beautiful island from the 
mainland states of the'Comman- 
wealth. Tasmania is the smal! 
est, quiztest and loveliest of th. 
Australian states. 


Tt was in this setting of quiet 
and beauty that Joe Lyons was 
born, fifty-three years ago, with 
no particular advantages. He 
came of humble farm folk, anqd 
like the other boys who ‘were his 
neighbors, he was forced to help 
with a’share of farm work. But 
there was this difference be- 
tween young Joe Lyons and his 
friends. He was ambitious. He 
loved to read, and whenever he 
could lay his hands on a book, 
he read it from cover to cover. 

At an early age, young Lyons 
saw that the farm and humble 
office jobs offered him ‘little fu- 
ture. He then vowed to become 
a teacher, and, at 18, entered the 
University of Tasmania. He 
earned his way through this in- 
stitution by teaching elementary 
school. In those days most 
school-teachers were women and 
men who entered this profession 
soon resigned to seek fame and 
fortune in other fields. But Joe 
Lyons was different. He felt this 
was the thing he liked to do. 
Eventually, he married another 
school-teacher, a brilliant wo- 
man, to whom he gives credit 
for any success he may have 
achieved. 

* s s 

At THE age of thirty, Joe 

Lyons first entered politics, 
when he became a Labor party 
candidate for the Tasmanian 
State Assembly. Labor at that 
time was looked upon as some- 
thing terribly radical, for Tas- 
mania has always been a most 
consérvativé state. But Lyons 
stood for Labor because there 
was nothing else he could stand 
for. He thoroughly approved the 
Labor party's ideals, but he was 
no firebrand. 

Lyons was disturbed by condi- 
tions he had seen while he 
worked on farms, especially the 
poverty of the little farm chil- 
dren. He won his first political 
campaign. In the lower house of 
the Tasmanian Parliament his 
efrorts shone, although Labor 
had small representation. There 
came a time, however, when the 
Conservatives bungled things, 
and as a result Labor swept into 
office. Lyons became Premier of 
Tasmania, taking the portfolio 
of treasurer as well. 

He had no sooner asssumed 
this position than seamen’s 
strikes became the curse of the 
country. They ruined the tourist 
business, since mainlanders hav~ 
ing arrived in Tasmania were 
never sure of getting away again. 
The government tried to run.-its 
own steamers and got its fingers 
badly burned. Then Premier 
Lyons took a hand. Always a 
man of strong action, rather 
than protest, he did an unusual 
thing. 

The agitators, he learned, 
made their headquarters in Sid- 
ney, New South Wales, and few 
of them were true Australians. 
Lyons conceived the idea of 
bringing them down to Hobart, 
Tasmania, to see for himself the 
trouble their hold-ups caused. 
The entire Seamen’s Union was 
invited to confer with the Pre- 
mier, Over a round table, the 
Premier and the agitators 
thrashed things out and the 
conference succeeded where 
other things had failed. This is 
the way Lyons did business and, 
incidentally, made a host of 
friends, for everyone who met 
him realized he was a “square- 
shooter.” 

Honesty of purpose and integ- 
rity of soul are the two things 
which helped to raise this poor 
farm lad from a humble school- 
room ta‘ the highest office *his na- 
tive land can offer. - ;
